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VIEWS OF THE SECRETARY OF THE ‘TREASURY 
‘ON THE CURRENCY. — . 

The abstract of the Report of the Committee of Ways and 
Means, embracing the views of the Secretary of the Treasury 
on the currency, which we gave under Saturday’s date, was 
correct as far as it went, except in one particular. The secre- 
tary proposes not merely that the deposit Banks shall receive 
no note of less than five dollars in deposit, as.stated in the ab- 
stract, but that they shall receive in deposit no notes of any 
Bank which issues notes of a less denomination than five dol- 
lars. Thisis as it should be. 

The following extract from the document of the Secretary 
gives his most important views in relation to the currency. 
Ilis remarks on altering the standard of our gold coin, so as 
to mako it take the place of the paper of the United States 
Bank which is going out of circulation, are in the main exe 
cellent; bat his arguments in favor of State Banks are bro. 
kers’ and stockholders’ arguments, and in alluding to the 
evils of Banking to the “laboring classes,” he passes over in 
silence the principal objection to it, that it makes the rich 
richer, and the poor poorer, and that, too, by exclusive privi- 
leges unknown to our Constitution, and contrary to the epirit 
of republicanism. 


The first step towards a sound condition of the currency, is to reform the 
eninage ofgold. The present gold coin is worth more in silver.than its no- 
aninal value. It is therefore never seen in the ordinary exchanges of the 
country, aad it is worse than uscless to continue the expense of coining it 
at the mint, unless itis intended for circulation. It will never make its 
way into genera! circulation until the relative value of silver and gold is 
observed, as near as may be, in the pieces coined of the respective metals. 
It has been truiy said that gold is the antagonist of paper. Silver is tco 
heavy to be transported from place to piace, in large sums, without incon- 
venicace. Some other circulating medium of general currency is therefore 
necessary, even for the expenses of a journey from one State to another. 
There must be either a paper currency of general credit, or go!d must be 
introduced. And it is essential that in its standard value as coin, it should 
be placed on its proper footing in relation to silver, before a paper currency 
of genera! credit can be conveniently dispensed with. The charter to the 
Bank of the United States, by making its paper receivable everywhere for 
debts due to the government, furnishes @ paper currency not.equal to gold 
ar silver, but yet of stifficient credit for common use, and for the parposes 
of ee from<piace to place. This will continue until the 3rd of 
March, 1836. It iadesirable, therefore, that provision should be made at 
the present session of Congress’ for thej reform of the guld coins. - Tbe 
coinage wili require time, and aa this general paper currency is gradually 

etiring from circulation, the gold should be prepared to take its place. 
We produce gold to a large amount in the United States, and the product 
is increasing every year. The greater part of it:is now exported as bullion, 
and this will continue to be the case until the value of the gold coin is’ 
changed, Even if the change should be made at the present session, there 
would not perhaps be a snfficient supply of our own gold coins to meet the 
demand for a circulating medium of general credit, at the expiration of the 
charter of the Bank. But foreign gold coins should be made a legal 
tender at their real value, there would doubtless be enough of that nictal, 
at the time above mentioned, to meet the wants of the public. And there 
oan be no sufficient reason for throwing out of circulation the foreiga coins 
of gold or silver, which are current in other parts of the commercial world. 
Indeed, asa measure of immediate relief in the present state of things, it 
is necessary that the foreign coins, both of gold and silver, should be made 
@ legal tender, in payment of debts, according to their intrinsic value. 
Very large importations of the foreign coins are continually arriving io the 
United States, and if they can be used by the State Banks to discharge 
their engagements, they will probably remain here, and become a part of 
our circulating medium. 

And if they were made a legal tender in payment of debts, it would ena- 
ble the State Banks to extend their issues, and to redeem their notes with 
greater facility. I respectfully invite the early attentiomof Congress to 
this subject, and regard the proposed alteration in our laws as peculiarly 
necessary in the present exigency, and caiculated to produce immediate 
and extensive benefit. As the Bank of the United States withdraws its 
circulation, it is of the first importance that the State Banks should be 
enabled to extend their issues, and to supply immediately, by their notes, 
the place which was filled by the Bank of the United States. 

ith the reform of the gold currency, it is per to associate mensures 
to prevent the issue of small notes. The only — that Congress could 
with propriety take, in relation to the notes of the State Banks, would be 
to provide that no Bank should be depository of the public money, nor 
should the motes of any Bank be receivabic in payment of debts to the 
United States, which issued notes below a certain denomination. We 
= safely rely 6f the cooperation of the several States to impose upon 
their Banks the restrictions necessary to aid in this desirable change in the 
state of the currency. The aiteration proposed, should, however, be gra- 
dual. A day might be fixed after which the restriction above mentioned 
should go into operation, as relates to notes below five dollars. A further 
restriction, so as to affect notes under ten dollars, would hereafter be advi- 
seble, and ought to be regarded as part of the plan now proposed to be 
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adopted. But it is not desirable, at this time, to game a definite day for 
that purpose. A great portion of the issues of the State Baaks consists of 
five do!!ar notes. Any measure calculated to impair the currency of notes 
of this description, about the time the Bank of the United States is 
going out of existence, wouid be injurous to the ic. - When the Bank 
of the United States is withdrawing its notes from circulation, the void 
must be filled up by gold and silver, or by the notes of the State Banks, or 
the currency will be injurously contracted. And if notes of five dollars 
were then put out of circulation, the dimimution of the currency would 
perhaps be severely felt. And no measure should be adopted, caleu- 
Jated to impede their circulation, until it shall be manifest that the coun- 
try is releived from any inconvenience arising from the withdrawal of the 
nutes Of the Bank of the United States. But as soon as that period arrives, 
and itis apparent that gotd and silver can be provided for the ordinary 
circulation below ten doliars, it would be advisable to extend the restriction 
to notes of that denomination. For we can never be safe from the fluctua- 
tions of the currency until all notes below ien dollars are banished from 
circulation. And it will be siill more secure when the restriction is car- 
ried up to notes of twenty dollars, so as to substitute the goid eaglesin 
the place of ten dollar Bank notes. 


It will be seen from this statement. that it isno part of the proposed plan 
to dispense with the State Banks. It obviousiy is not in the power of 
Congress (if it desired to doso) to take any meastres for that purpose, with - 
out an amendment to the constitution; and the States would not, and 
oGght not to surrender the power of chartering bank companies. The 
State Banks are now so numerous, and are so intimately connected with 
our habits and pursuits, that it is impossible tosuppose that the system can 
ever be entircly abandoned. Nor is it desirable that it should be. They 
are often abused, like all other human institutions; yet theif advantages 
are many, and under proper regulations, and with the metallic basis now 
pro for their paper issues, they wiil be found of much public ad- 
vantage. 

If their were no State Banks, the profitable business of banking and ex- 
change would be monopolized by the great capitalists. Opera of this 
sort req”:ire capital and credit to a large extent, and a private individual 
in moderate circumstances would be unable to conduet them with any ad- 
vantage. Yet there is perhaps no business which yields a profit so certain 
and liberal as the business of the banking and exchange, and it is proper that 
it should be open, as far as practicabie, to the most free co tion, and 
its advantages shared by all classes of society. Individuals of moderate 
means cannot participate in them unless they combine together, and bv 
the union of many small sums, create a large capital and establish an ex- 
tensive credit. It is. impossible to accomplish this object without the aid 
of acts of incorporation so as to give the company the security of unity of 
action, and safe it from the disadvantage of frequent clranges in the part- 
nership, by the death or retirement of some one of the numerous partners. 
The incorporated Banks, moreover, under proper regulations, wi!l offer a 
safe and Break prreg where of smal! sums by persons whos? situations 
and pursuits them from employing their money profitably in any other 
mode. It is not more liable to be lost when vested in the stock of aBa-k, 
than when it is loaned to individuals. The interest on it is paid with more 
punctuality, and it can be sold and converted into cash whenever tlc 
owner desires to employ it in some other way, and if a larger portion of the 
metals are infused into the circulation, the business of banking will become 
more sound and wholesome, and less liable to the disasters from which it 
has suffered under our extravagant and ill organized system of paper issues. 
It will render investwrents in banking companies entirely safe and secure to 
the holders, and afford to them the almost absolute ty of a reasonable 
profit, withont endangering the capita! invested in it. For thisreasoa, it is 
neither practicable nor desirable to discountenanee the continuance of the 
State Banks: 

They are convenient and useful also for the purposes of commerce, No 
commercial or manufacturing community could conduct its business to 
advantage without a liberal system of credit, and a facility of obtaining 
money onloan whenthe exigencies of their business may require it. This 
cannot be obtained without the aid of a paper circulation founded on cre- 
dit. It ia therefore not the interest of this country to put doc-> the paper 
currency altogether. lt, ae 

The great object should be to give it a foundation on which it will safely 
stand. A circulating medium composed of paper and gold and silver, in 
just proportions, would not be liable to be constantly disordered by the acci- 
dental embarrassments or imprudence of trade—nor by a combination of 
the moneyed interest for potitical purposes. The value of the metals in 
circulation would remain thesame, whether there was a panic or not, and 


the rtion. of paper being ‘less, the credit of the Banks could not be 


60 readily impaired or endangered. 


The state of the currency, then, which is proposed in the foregoing ob- 
servations, would provide silver and — for ordinary domestic purposes, 
and the emailer the Banks of the different States would 
easily be able to furnish exchanges between distant places, according to 
the wants of commerce. There cannot, therefore, be any necessity a 
paper circulation of general credit throughout the country. Funds are more 
conveniently and safely transferred (rom place to place by drafts and bills 
of exchange than Aa notes. The immense operations between differ- 
ent parts of the United States are now chiefly carried on by this means, 
tind it is only in particular places, and for comparnttvely small amounts. 
that notes are used; and the local institutions would, W Maen 1c iv a 
be short time, make arrpagosteuts eng bree oe to h the 4 
changes which commerce requires, and the competition among mary woul 
reduce the rate of exchange to its proper evel. Besides, they would find it 
their interest to make agreements among themselves to honor each others 
notes to a certain extent, and thus furnish, as far as might be » a 
pape r currency of general circulation, in suk places as would be likely, 
rom theirintercourse with each other, to require such a couvenience. Burt 
the establishment of such 3 ¢ currency ought not to have any aid, direct 
or incidental, by legistative provisions. While it rests upon m ar- 
tangements among the Banks themselves, they will keep the issues of each 
Other within proper bounds. But when they are able to extend their 
credit by any legal provisions, :in favor of their gotes, the temptation is 
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jesues and overtrading are the Recessary uepces. 

If, however, @ different 'y should be deemed advisable, the advan- 
‘tages now given by law to Bank of the United States might easily be- 
extended to the nutes of the depository Banks, and if their notes were 
made receivable in payments of all debts to the government, their curren- 
cy and general credit would be quite equal to that now enjoyed by the 
Bank of the United States. Believing, however, that such a provision 
would be calculated to increase the issues of paper, I Cannot recommend it. 
The chief object of the plan I propose, is to increase the proportion of the 
metallic currency without diminishing inconveniently the general mass of 
the circulating medium, and any provision tending to enlarge the propor 
tion of paper beyond what the public convenience requires should be stu- 
diously avoided. 

The advantage of the proposed plan over the present currency, Will not 
be confined to the superior stability of the paper circulation. 

Thelaboring classes of the community are now paid their daily, or week- 
ly wages, in Bank notes of the smaller denominations, and if there are 
any in circulation of doubtful value and depreciated in public estimation, 
they are too often used in paymeuts to the poorer and more helpless classes 
otsociety. They are not always judges of the value or genuineness of the 
notes offered to them, and consequently, are often imposed upon, and their 
small earnings still more diminished, by the depreciated character or entire 
worthlessness of paper in which they are paid. If the alteration suggested 
should be adopted, the smaller notes would soon be banished from circu- 
lation everywhere, and the laborers would, therefore, be paid in gold and 
silver, and that portion of society which is most apt to suffer from worth- 
less or depreciated paper, and who are less able to bear the loss, would be 
guarded from imposition and injustice. [tis time that the just claims of 
this portion of society should be regarded in our legisixtion in relation to 
the ‘currency. So far, we have been providing facilities for those empley- 
ed in extensive commerce, and have left the mechanic and the laborer to 
all the hazards of an insecure and unstable circulating medium. 





Rum ano Poison.—On Tuesday evening, a laborer, recently 
from the Providence Rail-Road, called in tlie evening at the 
La Fayette Hotel. He sat in the bar-room until 11 o’clock, 
when he asked for lodgings. He was shown to achamber in 
the attic, where he went to bed. TEarly in the morning he 
arose, and thinking of his customary morning dram, espied 
in a corner of the rooma bottle, which he put to his mouth 
and soon emptied of its whole contents. He was observed, 
soon @fter, going frequently to the pump, and swallowing 
immense draughts of water. Inquiries were made, ad it was 
ascertained that he had swallowed a bottle of bug poison, 
(New England rum and corrosive sublimate.) He was in 
great distress ; medical aid was called, and three dozen of raw 
eggs and corresponding quantities of lamp oil were adminis- 
tered to him, with other remedies, and in the evening he ex- 
perienced partial relief, when he was removed to South Bos- 
ton, but he is still in great danger.— Boston Transcript. 








Messrs. Webster and Binney arrived in this city on Sunday 
last, and both of them delivered harangues to the public in the 
streets, in favor of the Bank. Mr. Binney was particularly 
violent in his remarks. He said that certain measures of which 
he complained, “must be put down, peaceably if we can, for- 
cibly if we must;” and that if they could not be put dewn by 
lawful means, it must be done by means of the sword. Both 
Messrs. Webster and Binney, we believe, were in favor, a few 
years since, of stopping the travelling of the mails upon Sun- 
day, but they conceive it no violation of the Sabbath for them 
to travel about the country on Sunday, delivering speeches in 
favor of the Bank, and in abuse of the President. 








Rumors have been in circulation for a day or two past, about 
disturbances in Baltimore. ‘The whole matter amounts to 
this. A mecting was called to organize a Military Wig 
Corps—it is supposed for revolutionary purposes. A violent 
harangue was made against the President, which was resented 
by persons present, and a scufile ensued. It was however 
quieted, and the friends of the administration agreed to !cave 
the room. As they were going, the wigs struck two of them, 
and were drubbed for it. The Mayor was sent for, addressed 
the people, and they dispersed. A few windows were broken, 
and a few persons beaten, and thus the matter ended. So 
much forthe Sunday harangues, and the violent tones of the 
Bank presses.— Pennsylvanian.

The Baltimore Patriot of Thursday, says—** We learn that 
the ‘ Salisbury Bank? on the eastern shore of Maryland, has 
suspended specie payments, but it is confidently asserted that 
their notes will be ultimately redeemed in full.” When did a 
Bank fail without promising ultimately to redeem its notes ? 
And when did a broken Bank redeem its notes before the 
greatest share (those in the hands of the useful classes) had 
been bought up by rag-money speculators in the secrets of the 
Bank ? 

The failure of the Farmers’ Bank at Cattahoochee, (Ga.) 
is also officially announced by J. W. A. Sandford, its Presi - 
dent. This Sandford complains bitterly of the ‘ unceasing 
hostility manifested towards the institution by a certain por- 
tion of the community,” and he, too, promises ultimately to 
redeem his notes, and even hopes to set his mill agoing again 
‘within a few weeks.” Is it possible that by the laws of 
Georgia a Bank may refuse to pay its notes in specie accord. 
ing to “ promise,” and, after subjecting the holders of its 
‘¢ promises” to loss, commence operations again at its plea. 
sure ?

Mr. Jones’s resolution for appointing a select committee to 
inquire out the causes of the suspension of specie payments 
by the banks in the District of Columbia, was takén up and 
delated by Messrs. Hardin and Chilton until the expiration 
of the hour. Mr. Duncan obtained leave to lay on the table 
and have printed, ‘* a bill to modify and extend an act to in. 
‘corporate the subscribers to the Bank of the United States, 
‘with certain limitations and conditions ;” which bill, he gave 
notice, he intended to offer as a substitute for a bill reported 
from the Committee of Ways and Means to regulate the de- 


posites of the public money in the State and local banks, | 


when that bill shouid be considered in the Committee of the 
whole. The bill proposes to extend the charter of the present 
bank for ten years—the United States to surrender the whole, 
and the stockholders half the stock held by them in the bank, 
-and the several states to subscribs in proportion to their repre. 
sentation in Congress, for 2] miliions of the stock so surren- 


dered—the banks to issue no notes under 10 dollars, to pay a 


bonus of 200,000 dollars per annum for internal improvements, 
and to pay into the treasury the excess over a dividend of 7 


per cent yearly. ‘The general appropriation bill was taken up 
and discussed,

ASSEMBLY. 
Saturpay, April 26. 

Mr. Haight, from the Committee of Conference, on the sub- 
ject of difference between the two Houses, in reference to an 
amendment in the bill to incorporate the Bowery Savings 
Bank, reported by resolutions; and requesting that the House 
concur in certain amendments and not concur in others, which 
was adopted. So that the bill passed with amendments, re- 
stricting the amount of deposites to $500,000, and allowing 
minors to draw their deposites in such sums as they might 
think proper. 

The bills to incorporate the Phenix Bank, the Bank of Or- 
leans, and the city Bank of Albany, came from the Senate with 
amendments, and were concurred in by the House. 

The House concurred with the Senate in their amendments 


‘to the bill to incorporate the New York Marine Dry Dock 


Company. 
Mr. Morris called for the question on the final passage of the 
bill to incorporate the American Life Insurance and Trust 


‘Company. This gave rise to a long and animated debate, 


which was continued until the usual hour of adjournment.
